Flood Threat 
Diminishes In 
North State 


Rivers Subsiding 
As Storm Ebbs; 


No Major Damage 


SAN FRANCISCO (U.R)— 
California’s worst flood 
threat since the Christmas, 
1955, d i s’as t e r appeared 
over today. 


Up to five inches of rain 
yesterday s e n t Northern 
California r i v e r s surging 
against soggy levees and 
spilling into the streets of 
half 
a 
dozen 
communities. 
Thousands of residents pre­ 
pared to flee their homes. 


But 
the 
storm 
passed 
through the state and today’s 
forecast 
was 
for 
scattered 
showers, clearing tonight. 
With one or two exceptions, 
rivers subsided. 


DANGER SPOT 
The only danger spots were 
the Eel River in northwest Cali­ 
fornia; Cache Creek in Yolo 
County, and Rio Vista in Sacra­ 
mento River delta. 


But officials reported easing 
of the threat to Marysville and 
Yuba city at the confluence of 
the Feather and Yuba Rivers. 
It was at Yuba City where 
levees crumbled during Christ­ 
mas week, 1955, causing most 
of the some 75 deaths in the 
N orthern California floods. 


BELOW FLOOD STAGE 
The rivers were expected to 
crest at 67 feet tonight, more 
than 10 feet below flood stage. 
A combination wind, rain 
and electrical storm hit Hum­ 
boldt County last night. The 
Eel River surged over its banks 
near Fernbridge and chewed 
away part of a 2xk square mile 
section of farm land near For- 
tuna. 
Lighting struck the steeple 
of 
St. 
Bernard’s 
Catholic 
Church in Eureka, causing ex­ 
tensive damage. Wind uproot­ 
ed trees along Highway 101 
north of Eureka, 
closing 
the 
highway and causing the third 
death attributed to the storm. 


CRUSHED BY TREE 
A falling redwood crushed 
William H. Wells, 49, Bridge- 
ville, when it fell on his car be­ 
tween Crescent City and Klam­ 
ath. 
A small num ber of residents 
left their homes in the town 
of Capay in Yolo County as 
Cache 
Creek 
threatened 
to 
flood farm lands. Crews were 
busy sandbagging the levees. 
At Rio Vista, a high tide of 
between 9 and 9.5 feet—the 
danger point—was expected to­ 
day. State engineers were en 
route to the scene and officials 
warned that if high winds come 
up the situation could wprsen. 
In Sonoma County, the Rus­ 
sian River was expected to 
crest at 39 feet in Guerneville, 
10 feet above flood level. But 
only minor flooding was ex­ 
pected. Fifty persons left their 
homes along the river during 
the night. 
The San Lorenzo River was 
receding in Santa Cruz after 
cresting last night.

Tornadic Winds

Power failures continued to plague Marin today in 
the wake of a storm that combined tornadic winds with 
rainfall that dumped nearly two inches on San Rafael 
and North Marin within a few hours yesterday afternoon. 
Two Mill Valley schools — Homestead and newly 
opened Marin Terrace — were closed at neon because 
they were without electricity. Pacific Gas and Electric Co. 
said source of th£ blackout—one of a long series since 
the storm began yesterday—had not been located at noon. 
Novato schools were closed today. Supt, W. J. J. 
Smith decided to shut them after floods made many No­ 
vato area roads impassable or nearly so yesterday after­ 
noon. 


Reed School on the Tiburon peninsula opened as 
usual this morning despite the fact that the roof blew 
off a two-classroom unit yesterday. The roof was replac­ 
ed and patched by working after dark last night. 
A 10-minute hailstorm hit San Rafael at 11 a.m. 
today to interrupt what otherwise was a balmy day after 
the drenching and wind-whipping of yesterday. Scattered 
showers were forecast as pos­ 
sible this afternoon, with clear 
ing tonight and fair tomorrow.

Truman Urges Demo Congress 


To Stand By Foreign Aid Program 


WASHINGTON (IP)— Former j 
President Harry 
S. 
Truman 
urged the Democratic Congress 
today 
not 
to 
“emasculate” 
President 
Eisenhower’s 
pro­ 
posed four billion dollar for­ 
eign aid program. He said aid 
spending should be increased. 


Truman said foreign aid is 
“absolutely vital” to American 
defense and to keeping “count­ 
less millions” out of*the Com­ 
munist orbit. 


The 
f o r m e r 
Democratic 
president spoke at a daylong 
rally in support of the foreign 
aid 
program 
organized 
at 
Eisenhower’s request. 
Other 
speakers included Adlai Ste­ 
venson, 1952 and 1956 Demo­ 
cratic 
presidential 
nominee, 
Secietary of State John Fos­ 
ter Dulles and Defense Secre­ 
tary Neil H. McElroy. Eisen­ 
hower will address the confer­ 
ence tonight. 


Truman said that “parti­ 
san politics ought to stop at 
the water’s edge” in consid­ 
ering foreign aid. 
The pro­ 
gram is facing strong oppo­ 


sition in the Democratic-con- 
trolled Congress. 


But Truman could not re­ 
sist a 
seeming injection of 
politics 
into his appeal for 
support of the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration's new foreign aid 
budget. 


Noting 
that 
many 
people 
criticize foreign aid on grounds 
that it is badly administered, 
the ex-president said: 


“From where I sit, it looks 
as if z lot of things are now 
being administered badly. But 
you can’t abolish the govern­ 
ment on that account . . . don’t 
scuttle the ship just to stop the 
leaks.” 


In 
an 
opening 
address, 
Dulles said the program 
is 
vital to thwart the Soviet effort 
to “dominate the world.” 


He warned that the “ulti­ 
mate undoing of the United 
States itself” is the goal of 
Communist military and eco­ 
nomic policy and called on 
Americans to hurl a “dynam­ 
ic 
counter 
challenge” 
to 


Communism 
in 
order 
to 
“bring the lessons of liberty 
to all men everywhere.” 


Stevenson 
criticized 
some 
features of the aid program but 
said 
he wholeheartedly sup­ 
ports foreign aid as “an essen­ 
tial weapon in the armory of 
American diplomacy and as es­ 
sential 
tool 
for 
accomplish­ 
ing America’s peaceful pur­ 
poses.” 


He warned that the Soviet- 
Red Chinese campaign to win 
uncommitted 
areas 
of 
the 
world through economic pene­ 
tration, propaganda and sub­ 
version “is far more dangerous 
than Soviet missiles or Chi­ 
nese manpower just now.” 


“This is the hot war now,” 
Stevenson 
said, 
“and 
we 
have been losing ground in

tries which Lenin and Stalin 
land 
Khrushchev I suspect) 
believed to be the decisive 
stepping stones, first to the 
domination of Europe and 
ultimately the world.”

seems 
to . . . place you in a very 
close place.” 
Harris 
also 
indicated that 
Commissioner Mack may have 
violated the law by being part 
owner of a Miami agency which 
has sold insurance to television 
stations in Miami. 
Harris read into the record 
the 
Federal Communications 
Act which specifically 
forbids 
any FCC member from

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Dick Hacke Deserves All 
Credit He Is Now Getting 


Many men devote much of their time, 
indeed some of them devote all of their 
time, to boys and their problems. Some 
of these are volunteers who work with­ 
out pay or other self-evident reward. 
Often they do not even get recognition 
for the job they are doing. 
Others see the need for this kind of 
work and decide to devote their careers 
to boys and their development. 
Often this later type of individual 
comes from the volunteer ranks. Often 
he enters the activity as one of the boys, 
grows through the organization into 
leadership and eventually into the pro­ 
fession of youth leadership. 
Even among these, the rewards are 
few. Salaries aren’t of the highest; high­ 
est goal to which a worker can aspire 
is not usually one which will leave him 
much after the bills are paid. But he 
gets tremendous rewards from his ex­ 
periences with boys, seeing them shape 
up from mecurial blobs of energy into 
young men of purpose, and ultimately 
into leaders in the community. 
Even with such satisfactions, it must 
be a real thrill to such leaders when they 
receive specific recognition. 
Thus it was that we were particularly 
happy to see a large crowd of boys, par­ 
ents and friends turn out Sunday after­ 
noon to pay tribute to Richard V ‘‘Dick’’ 
Hacke. 
Dick is the assistant Boy Scout execu­ 
tive for the Marin Council of Boy Scouts, 
at least he will be until the end of the 
month. At that time he is leaving for a 


position with the Bakersfield Council in 
Southern California. 
Anyone in Scouting can tell you who 
Dick Hacke is. He’s been just about 
everything there is to be to the Scouts 
of Marin in the past six years. He has 
probably carried his 200-odd pounds 
along more trails, up more cliffs, across 
more streams, and back than any Scout 
w ho has ever been to either Camp Tam- 
arancho or to Chubb Lake in the High 
Sierra. 
He can swim in colder water, fix a 
water pipe, build a shower, cook a meal, 
or put up a tent faster and better than 
practically anyone. 
He can also solve personal problems, 
•think of just one more song, explain 
what went wrong with a kite, drive a 
jeep, load a truck, tell the wildest stories 
around the campfire, or organize a 
group of amateurs to do the hardest job. 
One time when a jack stuck after a flat 
tire, he lifted the car off the jack. 
In short, he has been the wheelhorse 
of Marin’s Scouting. As such his loss will 
be tremendous to the county. 
So we are both sorry and glad to see 
Dick leave. We are sorry because all of 
the boys coming up in the future will 
not knowr him and learn from him. 
We are glad because Dick had gone 
as far as he could in Marin Scouting. He 
needs wider fields. 
We hope he finds them, and we’re 
sure he’ll make them productive for 
Scouting and the youth of our country.

Funny Little 'Tracks' On Floor Of 


Arctic Ocean Puzzle Scientists 


NEW YORK (1?— The new­ 
est what-is-it? to bob up and 
add to the mystery of a plan­ 
et already plagued by abomi­ 
nable 
snowmen 
and 
Loch 
Ness monsters comes from 
the ocean bottom near the 
North Pole. 
At a depth of 7.000 feet 
about 400 miles from the pole, 
American scientists have pho­ 
tographed numerous “tracks" 
in the soft mud. 
What 
could 
have 
made 
them, at that high-pressure 
depth in the Arctic Ocean, 
has the experts at Lamont 
Geological Observatory stump­ 
ed. The observatory, at Pal-

isades, N.Y., is a branch of 
Columbia University. Its Arc­ 
tic study is for the Interna­ 
tional Geophysical Year. 


OBSERVATORY scientists 
are part of a 20-man U.S. team 
drifting in the Arctic Ocean 
on a floe. More than 200 pic­ 
tures. the first ever taken of 
the ocean floor in the polar 
region, have been made with 
special 
camera

lowered by wire through a 
hole in the ice island.

month, said the "tracks” show

elongated furrows, four to six 
inches long, an inch wide, and 
often running in a jagged or 
curvy course. 


THERE’S NOTHING quite 
like them down in the Atlan­ 
tic, where we’ve also done a 
lot of photographing in the 
past," Dr. Hunkins said. “It 
puzzles us. Some of the pic­ 
tures show pebbles and stones 
ranging up to three feet long, 
which presumably fell from 
melting pack ice. 
"But it’s hard to see how- 
falling stones could have made 
the bigger of these furrows. 
It’s hard to see how their 
origin is other than biologic, 
but up to now no organism 
has been brought to light that 
could have .done it. Fish? It 
seems unlikely three would 
be any at that depth with its 
tremendoue pressure. 
"The tracks are not regular 
enough for anything like foot­ 
prints. I don't think one is 
related to another.” 


THE SCIENTISTS working 
at the surface in tempera­ 
tures that dropped as low as 
50 below zero last month have 
found the temperature of the 
Arctic Ocean at 7,000 feet to 
be a little different from that 
of the Atlantic at the same 
depth. Both are a degree or 
two below freezing. Dr. Hun­ 
kins said. 
The ice base has been man­ 
ned for 11 months, and obser­ 
vations are expected to con­ 
tinue «nother year.

ed in the early ’30’s by the 
great St. Mortiz skier and 
world champion, R u d o l p h 
Rominger. The technique con­ 
sists of leading with your in­ 
board hip, keeping your feet 
close to gether and bending 
your knees, using the result­ 
ing torque to make your turn. 
This is not only effective but 
quite elegant.

Ike Faces Tough Sledding In Both 


Parties Over Reciprocal Trade Act 


WASHINGTON 
tf) — Free 
enterprise 
has 
b e e n 
an 
American myth since the first 
Congress in 1789 passed the 
first 
tariff 
act 
to protect 
businessmen 
a n d 
farmers 
from the competition of for­ 
eign goods. 
They’ve kept it a limited 
free enterprise system ever 
since by seeking—in addition 
to various other government 
benefits—even broader tariff 
protection. It’s an old story. 
And it’s being renewed now. 
In 1934. Congress passed 
the Reciprocal Trade Agree­ 
ments Act. 
The act lets the President 
reduce the tariff on certain 
imports from other countries 
if they agree to do the same 
on certain imports from us. 
President Roosevelt, Truman 
and Eisenhower all made it 
part of foreign policy. 


THIS ACT HAS been re­ 
passed. or extended, 10 times. 
Each time some 
American 
business 
or 
farm 
groups, 
claiming they were hurt by 
the foreign competition here, 
fought it. But it’s a two-way 
argument. 
Other business groups have 
boosted their profits by be­ 
ing able to sell abroad. And 
exports far exceed imports. 
This year Eisenhower ask­ 
ed Congress to extend the act 
— which 
otherwise 
expires 
June 30—another five years. 
He’ll be lucky if he gets it 
extended for two. 
For one thing, the present 
business recession is an added 
talking point for those who 
say they're being hurt by the 
incoming competition. 
And 
there’s strong resistance in 
Congress. 


NONE OF THE 10 Republi­ 
cans on the House Ways and 
Means Committee— the start­ 
ing point for the trade legis­ 
lation— was anxious to spon­ 
sor 
Eisenhower’s 
proposal. 
Some of the most powerful 
Republicans are against it. So 
are many Democrats. 
A vital question is: How 
s t r o n g l y will Eisenhower 
fight for it? 
Already there are signs of 
weakening. Secretary of Com­ 
merce Weeks, while making a 
vigorous pitch for the act, 
nevertheless said the adminis­ 


tration is "certainly” willing 
to talk 
about 
changes 
or 
amendments. 
One 
committee 
member, 
Rep. McCarthy (D-Minn.), said 
this was like an act of sur­ 
render before the fighting 
started. The key point in the 
fight will revolve around the 
powers of the U. S. Tariff 
Commission. 


UNDER PRESENT law if an 
American business feels it is 
being hurt by a certain for­ 
eign import, it can appeal to 
the commission to raise the 
tariff on that item. The com­ 
mission can’t do the raising 
by itself. It can only recom­ 
mend that the President act. 
He s free to suit himself, 
after deciding the effect of 
this one action on American 
foreign policy and foreign 
trade in general. 
Reciprocal trade foes want 
this kina of change made: 
Take the President’s dis­ 
cretionary power away and 
let a Tariff Commission ap­ 
proval of a tariff boost be­ 
come final unless Congress 
intervenes. 
But Congress almost cer­ 
tainly would do nothing. So. 
while the President wanted 
tariffs lowered, the commis­ 
sion could raise them. In ef­ 
fect, this would shift control 
from the White House to Con­ 
gress. 


Allais 
and 
James 
Couttet, 
won several world champion­ 
ships and their method of lit­ 
erally forcing the body around 
a turn through a torsional 
motion started at the shoul­ 
ders and carried through the 
hips was immediately copied.

I’m glad to see 
the old Rominger style com­ 
ing back into its own—but as 
I said, it hasn’t been revolu­ 
tionary for about '25 years. 
Of course we didn’t call it 
"Wedeln ’’ then, possibly be­ 
cause the term (it means wag­ 
ging one’s tail) is a bit undig­ 
nified. 
Who knows—I might even 
dust off my old racing skis 
and hit the slopes again, now 
that my antiquated technique 
has suddenly become the very 
latest thing!

Food Costs Plague 


Most Family Budgets

NEW YORK UP) — Costly 
food today plagues most folk 
trying 
to 
hold 
the family 
budget within bounds. The 
cost of growing, processing, 
distributing and merchandiz­ 
ing food worries the industry. 
It is seeking new means of 
holding cost within bounds. 


Much has been done. The 
National Assn. of Food Chains 
says increased warehouse effi­ 
ciency has cut these costs 76 
per cent in 10 years, and store 
operating efficiency has cut 
receiving and storage costs 50 
per cent. At a recent national 
meeting, food chain execu­ 
tives swapped experiences in 
slicing pennies here and there 
off distribution costs. 


Food industry leaders in­ 
sist that despite higher food 
prices, the rising costs—large­ 
ly of late in transportation 
and labor—trimmed the net 
return on the dollar of food 
sales last year. 


LIKE MANY OTHER indus­ 
tries, 
food 
processors 
and 
merchandizers 
alike 
h a v e 
tried 
cutting 
overhead 
by 
such devices as mergers and 
cooperative buying. Some of 
the other things they’re try­ 
ing: 
Bakeries are going in for 
more automation — such as 
conveyor belts that take pans 
in and out of ovens, in and 
out 
of 
coolers, 
carry 
the 
loaves to slicing and wrapping 
machines and finally to the 
shipping platforms. 
Meat packers are consoli­ 
dating operations and looking 
for cheaper distribution. They 
seek savings through new an­ 
tibiotic 
and 
even 
nuclear 
processing 
experiments 
for 
preserving meat and through 
chemicals that tenderize less 
choice cuts. 


T h e 
Produce 
Packaging 
Assn. says that now supermar­ 
kets sell 80 per cent of fresh 
fruits and vegetables unpack­ 
aged. It thinks a trend toward 
packaging will put half the 
produce under wraps within 
two years. This is expected to 
cut the cost of retail handling 
by a seventh. 


THE FOLDING Paper Box 
Assn. foresees more packag­ 
ing of meats and produce at 
point of production, aimed at 
insuring q u a l i t y , reducing 
spoilage and saving cost of 
packaging operations at the 
star*. 


The cost of packaging itself 
is also being tackled. 
Packaging costs average 20 
per cent of sales of grocery 
manufacturers, according to 
Donald Deskey, industrial de­ 
signer. The food processors 
look to the designers for a 
double-barreled attack on the 
profit squeeze problem. To 
cut packaging costs they are 
calling for more efficient ma­ 
terials, processes and tech­ 
niques—accenting the 
com­ 
petitive battle between the 
makers of boxes, jars, squeeze 
bottles and tubes. To boost 
sales—and cut the cost per 
unit through sales volume— 
they are seeking the most ar­ 
resting and appealing designs.

planning cost-cutting drives 
include: 
Porter M. Jarvis, president 
of Swift, who looks to consoli­ 
dations and modernization to 
aid meat packers beat rising 
costs. 


Joseph B. Hall, president of 
the Kroger food store chain, 
who says closing of smaller 
outmoded stores and opening 
of larger outlets with ade­ 
quate parking facilities will 
let the groceries get the most 
out of the sales dollar. 


Ralph W. 
Burger, presi­ 
dent of the Atlantic & Pacific 
chain, who says stores must 
cut costs because the house­ 
wife is keeping a sharper eye 
on the 25 per cent of the fam­ 
ily budget which usually goes 
for food.

New Germ-Killing Gas 


Developed By Army 


JER SEY CITY, N.J. Ufi— An 
\rmy Chemical Corps scientist 
oday announced discovery of a 
»erm-killing gas which may 
lave wide use in sterilizing hos­ 
pitals and 
defending against 
piological warfare. 
Dr. C. R. Phillips, chief of the 
Physical Defense Division of 
he Chemical Corps at Ft. Det- 
-ick in Frederick, Md., said the 
*as is as effective as formal- 
lehyde vapor but acts more 
rapidlv with fewer adverse side 


effects. 
Its name is beta-propiolac- 
tone, a compound used prev­ 
iously only in liquid form. 
Dr. Phillips said the gas has 
been used effectively to disin­ 
fect entire laboratory buildings 
at Ft. Detrick. 
He predicted 
that a few years’ study will 
prove the gas has “ important 
applications,” possibly “ in steri­ 
lizing operating rooms, nurs­ 
eries within hospitals, and the 
like.” 


Pair To Seek 
Reactions 
To Isolation 


OKLAHOMA CITY Uf\— Two 
psychiatrists from here plan to 
spend Friday and Saturday in 
salt water in an attempt to link 
their reactions to treatment of 
mental illness. 
Dr. Jay T. Shurley and Dr. 
Louis J. West will participate 
in an experiment at the Na­ 
tional Institute of M e n t a l 
Health in Bethesda, Md. They 
hope to find out what happens 
in the absence of outside sen­ 
sations. 
West, head of the University 
of Oklahoma Medical School 
psychiatry 
department, 
and 
Shurley, chief psychiatrist at 
the Veterans Administration 
hospital here, will observe each 
other’s reactions. 
West says some mentally ill 
persons have symptoms like 
those of normal persons cut off 
from all stimulation to the 
senses. 
The doctors will alternate 
being submerged in a tank 
filled with salt water. They will 
be nude and the water will be 
heated to body temperature. A 
mask, designed for a minimum 
of pressure, permits breathing. 
“There are no sounds, no 
sights,” Dr. West said. “ You 
feel nothing. It is the most com­ 
pletely cut off you can be un­ 
less you are floating in space.”

Nursing Home 
Lack Raises 
Hospital Cost 


WASHINGTON UP)—Lack of 
high quality institutions to pro 
vide care for older persons is 
driving up the cost of general 
hospital care, Surgeon Gen. Le 
roy E. Burney said today. 
The 
head 
of 
the 
Public 
Health Service said that lack 
keeps tens of thousands of 
older patients in general hos 
pitals far beyond the time when 
they need or can even benefit 
from “full-dress” hospital serv 
ice. 
Burney, in an address pre­ 
pared for a national confer 
ence on nursing homes and 
homes for the aged, said: “ Fa 
cilities and services that per 
mit better care are at the cen 
ter of the larger problems sur 
rounding the older person in 
our society.” 
There is still a public resist 
ance, he said, to acceptance ol 
nursing homes and homes for 
the aged. 
“Deeply rooted in the com 
munity consciousness is the 
age-old dread of institutions,’ 
Burney said adding: “ The nurs 
ing home and home for the 
aged still rouse in the public 
mind the same dread as nearly 
a century ago. They are stil 
regarded as the point of no 
return.”

Shifting Eased 


In New Plan 


SACRAMENTO— A new plan 
that will cut red tape for small 
depositors, attorneys and Cali­ 
fornia banks in transferring 
the bank account balances of 
deceased persons has been an­ 
nounced by State Controller 
Robert C. Kirkwood. 
Kirkwood said the plan— 
jointly developed and adopted 
by the Controller’s Office and 
the banks — w i l l eliminate 
m any of the annoyances and 
em barrassm ents 
t h a t 
have 
characterized such transfers in 
the past. 


TRANSFER BALANCES 
U nder certain circumstances, 
the bank balances of decend- 
ents may be transferred to the 
executor, adm inistrator or to 
other entitled individuals, w ith­ 
out the need of obtaining an 
individual “consent to tran s­ 
fer” from the state controller 
or the county treasurer. 
Upon the request of any 
bank, the Controller’s Office 
will now issue a blanket con­ 
sent under which the bank will 
be authorized to: 
1. Make any paym ents of 
amounts under $1,000 pursuant 
to Section 630 of the Probate 
Code. 
2. Make any paym ents not 
exceeding $1,000 from any one 
account 
to 
the 
decedent’s 
spouse, 
child 
or 
grandchild 
who is a surviving joint tenant, 
of a joint tenancy account, or 
the beneficiary of a trustee ac­ 
count. 
JOINT TENANT 
3. Make payments exceeding 
$1,000 but not exceeding $5,000 
from any one account to 
spouse who is the surviving 
joint tenan t or beneficiary. 
4. Make payments, reg ard ­ 
less of amount, to the Califor­ 
nia executor or adm inistrator 
of the decendent’s estate. 
Banks which make transfers 
under 3 and 4, above, will file 
a notice of such transfer with 
the Inheritance Tax Division of 
the state Controller’s Office, 
Kirkwood said.

said today. 
The Air Force will again un­ 
sheath Its new supersonic F104 
Starfighter for public inspec­ 
tion during the open house, 
i slated for 10 a. m. to 2 p. m. 
But unlike the first public dem- 
lonstration last Thursday, the 
Starfighters 
will 
mereiy fly 
over in formation about 1 p. m. 
In a demonstration for the 
press and Bay Area civic lead­ 
ers last Thursday, two of the 
F104s flew through the speed 
of sound at low altitude. The 
intense booms which shook No­ 
vato as • result caused broken 
windows, 
fallen 
plaster and 
other damage to buildings. The 
Hamilton Field legal office has 
received 30 claims for damages. 


The boom demonstration on 
Thursday was sufficient to get 
over the point—that the F104 
is a mighty fast airplane which 
will easily exceed the speed of 
sound and cause sonic booms. 
“We did not plan on having a 
boom 
demonstration 
at 
the 
open house next week. We 
didn’t see any need to repeat 
the sonic boom demonstration,” 
said an Air Force spokesman. 
A formation of the needle­ 
nosed F104s, which the Air 
Force has likened to a “manned 
missile,” is slated to fly over 
the field at 1 p. m. on the Sat­ 
urday of the open house. 
Also to be on display are 
ground exhibits of all other 
craft based at Hamilton. In ad­

California'« income tax rules 
are different in many places

federal,

should be very careful to check

may well be tax 
exempt by Cali­ 
fornia, or if it 
is 
exempt 
on 
the federal, it 
may be taxed 
by California. 
Just 
because 
• an item is de- 
Peter J. Wikel ductible on the 
federal return does not mean 
I that it is deductible on the 
California. 
The California rules follow 
the federal fairly closely but 
; not always. 
For instance— Dividends are 
fully taxed on California re­ 
turns and there is no 4% 
credit. 
There is no retirement in­ 
come credit on California re­ 
turns. 
California does not tax any 
U.S. Government Bond interest. 
The federal does. 
There is no child care de­ 
duction on California returns. 
Medical expense is deduct­ 
ible only to the extent that it 
exceeds 5% of your adjusted 
gross income. The federal is 
3%. Also, drugs and medicines 


are all counted on California 
returns, and the federal return 
counts only those in excess of 
1% of your adjusted gross in­ 
come. 


Charitable contributions are 
deductible from your California 
return up to 20% of your ad­ 
justed gross income. The fed­ 
eral is 30% if 10" is given to 
churches, hospitals or educa­ 
tional institutions. 
California taxes all pay of 
the armed forces, but excludes 


j the first $1,000 received. 
California does not give an 
extra exemption for old age, 
although the federal does. 
California gives an additional 
exemption of $500 if you are 
blind. The federal gives an 
extra exemption of $600. 
There are many, many other 
differences between the fed­ 
eral rules and the California 
rules, and it is important that 
you check every item. This can 
be a real tax saver for you and 
checking first might aiso save 
some penalties and interest.

reached 6,500 feet an unexpect­ 
ed storm pelted them with hail. 
Their open car filled with the 
hail. The car’s engine died. 
Wrote Gilardi: “We tried to 
turn the car around and went 
off the road into a ditch. The 
cold was so intense that it froze 
the ground., which was some 
help, inasmuch as it allowed us 
to stand on what would have 
been mud for some footing in 
pushing the car.” 
“We were very cold as none 
of us had brought any coats, 
not even a jacket among us.” 
A last push (“and I mean the 
very last strength that we pos­ 
sessed’’) freed the car. 
The 
party jumped into the car and 
coasted until they hit another 
incline. At that point, the group 
noticed a small cabin. Inside 
it, they finally kindled a fire 
with gasoline from the car and 
every roll of camera film they 
had. 
They were rescued by 
a 
truck, dried off in a shack half 
way down the mountain, and 
got back to the Constitution 
just in time. 
Aside from faces cut and 
bruised by hail, no one showed 
any ill effects from the tour 
in the Tropics.

Travel Advisors in San Rafael, 
who planned Gilardi’s trip, did 
not expect such a literal trans­ 
lation of adventure when he 
told Gilardi the tour would be

City Decides 


To Sell Parking 


Lot Bonds 


San Rafael city councilmen 
last night passed a resolution 
of intent to sell $625,000 worth 
of bonds to finance three off- 
street parking lots for 214 cars 
in the downtown area. 
Next Monday night, the city 
fathers plan to pass a 68-page 
resolution authorizing issuance 
of the bonds. This would clear 
the way for construction of 
three parking lots, which are 
expected to be ready this sum­ 
mer. 
One lot at Third street and 
Lootens place (present theater 
parking lot) will provide 
105 
parking spaces. The second lot 
at Third and A will have 45 
spaces. The third lot.at Fifth 
and C will have 
64 
parking 
stalls. 


PROCEDURE EXPLAINED 
Don Davis, representing the 
San Francisco bonding firm of 
Stone and Youngberg, explain­ 
ed the procedure of bond sale 
and redemption. 
The $625,000 in bonds are re­ 
deemable in 25 years. Of that 
amount, 
$275,000 
will be in 
serial bonds to be retired by 
1973, and the remaining $350,- 
000 are in term bonds redeem­ 
able by 1983. Under the pres­ 
ent bond market, Davis 
esti­ 
mated that the average interest 
for the bonds should range be­ 
tween 4% to 5 per cent. The 
average interest and payment 
to be paid each year will be 
about $45,000. The 
estimated 
income from 
meter 
revenue 
each year is $50,000 or more. 


• REDEMPTION BY 3983 
The bond 
issue 
agreement 
will be made flexible enough 
so that the city can start cal­ 
ling in the bonds after 10 years 
and may, if it has enough reve­ 
nue, redeem all the bonds be­ 
fore 1983. 
Councilman Joseph F. Sauer 
wanted to know whether the 
agreement 
is flexible enough 
to allow the city to lease the 
parking sites for multi-decked 
parking later on. 
"Your sole obligation.is to 
guarantee 
a 
certain 
annual 
revenue 
to 
assure 
bond re­ 
demption,” 
said 
Davis. 
But 
Davis p o rte d out that during 
the life of the bonds, the city 
cannot 
use 
the parking sites 
for non-parking purposes such 
as for second story stores. 
The city council named Bank 
of America as paying agent to 
take care of redeeming the 
bonds in whatever part of the 
country the bonds may be cash­ 
ed. 
There were no written or 
oral protests to the council’i 
resolution of intent to issue the 
bonds.
